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WORLD HUNGER AND OUR SHARE

Charity begins at home is a dangerous phrase if 

it means only that we should nurture our own im- 

mediate family needs. We are pilgrims in this 

small world and every event affects everyone else. 

Do we have a responsibility to meet world hunger 

needs or to shelter the growing world population 

of refugees? It is for each individual to determine 
the answer to that question. Here’s the picture 
presented in the world hunger situation: 

—In 1970 the world population of children under 
fifteen was estimated at 1.3 billion. Of these, 
75% lived in countries with per capita incomes 

of less than $500, and the majority (55 %) lived in those countries with per 
Capita incomes of less than $100. 

—In a 1973 study by the Pan American Health Organization, nutritional deficiencies 

and premature births were associated with 57% of all child deaths in the fifteen 
regions investigated. The enormity of this tragedy is magnified in a world 
where two-thirds of the total deaths in poor countries occur among children 
under five. 
The equation is more complex than that: the young body weakened by lack of 
food more frequently falls prey to disease and parasites. For good reason, ‘this 
is called Kwashiorkor—‘the child who is deposed from the mother’s breast by 
the next sibling.’ An infant not sustained by human milk suffers not only from 
the loss of this high quality food but also from the lack of protection afforded 
by the maternal antibodies. Without immunological protection from breast 
milk, the child is vulnerable to the host of infections present in the environ- 
ment. When inadequate or contaminated foods are introduced, the result is 
often disease and death. _— 

—Ronald J. Snider, in his book, Rich Christians in an Age of Hunger, indicates 
that one billion people have stunted bodies or damaged brains because of in- 
adequate food. That is one-fourth of the world’s population. 

Iracema Da Dalva, a resident of a slum in Brazil, is quoted: 
“Sometimes I think, ‘If I die, I won’t have to see my children suffering as 
they are.’ Sometimes I even think of killing myself. So often I see them 
crying, hungry; and there I am, without a cent to buy them some bread. I 
think, ‘My God, I can’t face it! I’ll end my life. I don’t want to look any- 
more!’ ’’ 

—The world has about 800 million ‘‘absolute poor,”’ says the World Bank, 770 
million of them in developing countries. About 630 million live in the world’s 
poorest countries—$250 or less per capita income—and constitute 52% of their 
collective population. About two-thirds of the absolute poor live in four coun- 
tries—Bangladesh, India, Indonesia and Pakistan. Absolute poverty, the bank 
Says, means a condition of life so characterized by malnutrition, illiteracy, disease, 
squalor, high infant mortality and low life expectancy as to be beneath any 
reasonable definition of human decency. 

—The problem is multiplied by the 10 million homeless refugees, the greatest 
exodus of refugees in modern history, who have spilled over international 
borders all over the globe. They have been uprooted by gunfire and revolution, 
shifting ideologies and changing maps, nationalism and racism and other fol- 
lies. And where they land they are often unwanted. I must have been four when 
I sensed the awesomeness of being unwanted. My parents were in a cattleboat 
pleading for permission to land and the authorities refused. The agony on my 
parents’ wan, pale frightened faces haunts me till this day. 

The bulk of the 10 million refugees listed in millions are: 
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Central and Latin America - AF Southeastern Asia 1.50 
Horn of Africa 1.00 Middle East 2.65 
South Africa 1.40 


The A.M.A.A. established an Arme- 
nian Youth Crusade Fund on the occa- 
sion of the International Year of the 
Child and we look forward to have re- 
cipients of the 50,000 Coin Banks return 
them in mid-November for dedication 
on Thanksgiving Sunday to the glory 
of God and the service of our youth. 

But there is this unpleasant gnawing 
feeling: how Christian am I if I do not 
respond to the needs of suffering people 
over the world—deprived, impoverished, 
undernourished, homeless, unwanted 
people? How Christian are we as Ar- 
menian people if we constantly harp on 
the deceptive phrase, ‘‘charity begins 
at home’’? Would we have liked or ap- 
proved that philosophy practiced by the 
rest of the world when we wore that 
*‘shoe of homelessness’’? I think of that 
Samaritan who helped that Jew robbed 
and beaten and left on the highway, and 
I bow my head in embarrassment every- 
time I only think of my own. 

I would like to embrace the world, so 
help me God.

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LOVE CONQUERS REVENGE : The Story of My Uncle Roupen 


My uncle Roupen, past 80, entered into his eternal rest on 
July 5, 1979. He had a stormy life as a youth; and in his 
adult life he had to adjust to a new country, language and 
mores. He did a good job of adjustment too. He raised a 
fine family of four children, prospered financially and ac- 
cording to the latest news in AGBU’s HOOSHARAR, made a 
substantial gift to the AGBU in Larnaca. 

Like many an Armenian, he was forced out of his home in 
Adana with his large family of ten and walked the torturous 
heated sands of the desert on to Der Zor. Fate separated him 
from his family and he developed ingenious ways of keeping 
himself alive. With tattered clothes, shoeless feet bleeding 
from cuts from walking over mountains and rocks, he 
fought to survive and rejoin his family, the Kalaydjians. 
One very important event in his life demonstrates love can 
prevail over vengeance. ; if > 

He was caught by a Turkish captain and his lieutenant. 
Strangely the two hassled over his existence: what to do with 
him. The captain raised his gun to shoot down Roupen, but 
the lieutenant objected vehemently, saying to his superior, 
“Leave the young fellow alone. Why shed unnecessary 
blood. Let him go his way.’’ The captain insisted, and for 15 
minutes they argued heatedly, in fact to the point of hurting 
each other, when finally the captain turned the butt of the 
gun, hit Roupen over the head and the two sped away leaving 
him half dead. a 

November 11, 1918—The end of World War I. The British 
control Cilician Turkey. As the news reached the survivors, 
weakened and tired blood was revived. They tottered back 
home, fired by the dream of tasting once again the grapes, 
plums, cherries, apricots and figs that graced their ranches 
and vineyards. Many returned on foot, some by trains, carts 
or by whatever means they could find. Finally, the Kalaydjian 
Family had a reunion when they reestablished their candy 
manufacturing business. Roupen failed to forget the insults, 
the injuries and the murders. He joined a band of Armenians 
whose clear-cut purpose was to take vengeance upon those 
who had perpetrated such evil and malice upon a peaceful 
and faithful people. The band met nightly in the back rooms 
of the candy manufacturing plant and planned evening 
assaults upon villages. Indiscriminately, they herded the 
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males in each family in the village and dumped them in their 
own water wells—after shooting them, of course. Such was 
the spirit of revenge among those who survived! Nothing 
could prevail upon the youthful generation—the pleading of 
top leaders, church leaders, organizations. They acted in- 
dependently, only some of the bands by instruction from 
parties. 

As life became more normal in the great city, Turkish 
citizens began to purchase from Armenian businesses. One 
day, a man came into the candy store and wanted to buy 
wholesale goods for his business a day’s journey from 
Adana. He shared his fears with Roupen, who was at the 
counter. The Turkish fellow explained how he had been very 
sympathetic to the needs of the Armenians during the period 
of the catastrophe. He named by name families that he had 
helped prevent from death. Then, in a miraculously strange 
manner, he related the incident in which he had fought with 
his captain, he the lieutenant, to preserve the life of an Ar- 
menian youth whom the captain wanted to annihilate. 
Roupen was flabbergasted» He saw in him his savior. He 
made further inquiries and checked every detail of that in- 
cident when the three were in the heart of the desert. The 
Turk, fearful of the lateness of the day, asked that he be 
given asylum in the store for the night so that he might be on 
his journey the next day. Roupen, realizing a golden Oppor- 
tunity to finish up another Turk, began to tremble. The in- 
ner conflict was strong. Finally, he went back to the band in 
the back of the store, related the story and in a moment of 
compassion said that this man must not be hurt. The band 
looked at him unbelievably, said he was becoming soft, 
ridiculed him and told him this was a good opportunity to 
do unto others as they had been done to. Roupen said, 
“You touch him only over my dead body.’’ The fight over, 
the Turk was left to sleep overnight and went on his journey 
the next day. 

It is indeed strange that revenge and vengeance have their 
counterpart, love, which is the stronger emotion. Love 
ultimately conquers revenge, especially when it is “life for 
life.”? The moral of the story: Be Good Unto Others. Love 
Thy Neighbor as Thyself.

On June 8, 1979, the AMAA Office staff, present and past officers, leaders and

—On returning to the East Coast in 1923, Diran became instrumental in the 
formation of the Christian Young People’s Association in 1925 which in 1930 
was reorganized into the Christian Endeavor with a deeper Christian emphasis; 

—In 1949, Diran abandoned his thriving rug business, entered seminary, was or- 
dained in 1953 in the Rutgers Presbyterian Church in which he had served as 
Assistant Pastor during his study years; 

—Soon after his ordination, Diran served for two years as the first 


paid Executive Secretary of the Armenian Evangelical Union, East Coast, at the 


conclusion of which moved to California with his wife and their two sons, 

Donald and Roger; 

—In California, while working in the real estate business in Santa Barbara, he 
also shepherded the first Armenian Congrégational Church in the Valley for 
several years and on retirement from business in 1976, Diran organized the 
Armenian Evangelical Fellowship in San Diego where he had relocated. 

Diran and Lydia are happy in their retirement living near their younger son 
Roger, who is the, pastor of the East San Diego Presbyterian Church in San 
Diego, and his wife and two sons. Their older son Donald, who with his wife and 
two daughters live in Indianapolis, is a Doctor of Mathematics and Professor at 
Butler University as well as a C.P.A. in an accounting firm. 

Today, Diran is still a ‘‘man onthe move’’ visiting Armenian Evangelical 
Churches throughout the world, filling a pulpit when necessary and rekindling 
friendships. His zest for living, love for God and his fellowmen make him the 
unique individual he is. 

The evening ended with a surprise when the host and hostess were ‘‘hosted’’ 
with a plaque of gratefulness and a corsage for Lydia for putting up with Diran 
for forty-six years.

During this time, her father fell 
victim to the massacres. After they returned home, she went to Istanbul to study 
pharmacology and worked for the Near East Relief. With the help of uncles living 
in the States, she arrived at Ellis Island in March, 1921 and married Hrant Cas-

ee eae inane are many over the years. She has been active in 
our Church for over 40 years, having served on many Boards, Committees, and 
the Ladies Aid Society. In 1951, she was elected Honorary Mother of the Church. 
Taking this title seriously, Mrs. Casparian made visitations to old age homes, 
hospitals and shut-ins. Soon the idea of an Armenian old age home was born, 
and with a group of Church ladies they started soliciting funds which enabled 
them to purchase their first Home. Since then, Mrs. Casparian has been actively 
involved in every area of the Home. , 

“Because of her gratitude to American missionaries she also became involved 
with the AMAA, serving on the Board of Directors and volunteering time in the 
office work. She has always tried to help Armenian immigrants in every way 
possible and provided multifarious services In this area, 

“It is quite obvious that the recipients of her munificence are legion, the 
majority Armenians of all creeds and political persuasion, it ts enough that they 
are Armenian and in need.

Whether you have been a faithful 

contributor to the Child Education 
Program of the AMAA or not you 
have no doubt been disturbed by the 
turmoil in the Middle East and wonder 
about its effect on the educational pro- 
grams in our schools in Lebanon. 
You will be happy to learn that despite 
damage sustained to fine schools 
during the wanton destruction in 
Beirut, all of the schools are in session 
and will fulfill the year’s requisites. 
More importantly, the teaching staffs 
of the schools are intact. The staffs 
were given small amounts of aid during 
a two-month period of suspension of 
school work so as not to be forced to 
seek employment elsewhere. 

During the past few years several 
drives have been initiated to help our 
unfortunate brethren in Lebanon. 
These monies were and are desperately 
needed to provide food, medicine and 
reconstruct shelters; however, none of 
these funds are available for the ad- 
ministration of our schools. If it were 
not for your faithful support of our 

program, the future would indeed be 
bleak for many children. The relief 
Programts are providing temporary aid 
to our people, but we must also 
Provide the means to insure their 
economic future and perpetuate their 
Armenian heritage. Our schools will 
help them develop spiritual strength to 
cope with these turbulent times. 


Now more than ever we need your 
support. The amount of tuition money 
received will determine the number of 
scholarships that will be assigned in the 
fall. Enrollment in some of the schools 
has dropped and in the others few 
families have the necessary financial 
ability to pay full tuition. Costs have 
escalated. 

The A.M.A.A. pays $50 for each 
primary school student, $80 for high 
school and $300 for Istanbul students. 
The Association needs to increase the 
first two to $75 and $100 respectively. 
The $75 marks a substantial increase 
but it is money well invested. If you 
cannot afford the increase, please con- 
tinue to give what you can. Every 
dollar counts. 

We pray for your continued support 
of this program.

THE FOUNDING AND FUNDING 
OF HAIGAZIAN COLLEGE 
(A Statement by Stephen Philibosian) 

Mr. and Mrs. Joseph (Joyce Phili- 
bosian) Stein, Jr. and family moved to 
California recently. In the process of 
packing for the move from Pennsyl- 
vania to California, Mrs. Stein came 
across many things which she felt 
should be directed to the AMAA of- 
fice. Among the items sent was a state- 
ment of her late father, Stephen Phili- 
bosian, on Haigazian College entitled, 
“Founding and Funding of Haigazian 
College.’’ 

Mr. Philibosian, having mastered 
the art of philanthropy, made it his 
passion to provide Armenian children 
a sound education with basic Christian 
orientation. His advice, friendship and 
willingness to help financially had a 
very important role in the establish- 
ment of Haigazian College. His STE- 
PHEN PHILIBOSIAN FOUNDATION 
today continues to provide about $25,000 
yearly for scholarships to Armenian 
students at the college. Mr. Philibosian 
was actively in the roster of people who 
have made Haigazian College. His own 
statement testifies to that: 

“Every substantial gift to the endow- 
ment fund has an interesting story. To 
write it in detail would fill a book. For 
example, a friend of mine with modest 
means, whom I entertained in Acapul- 


co several years ago, passed away two 
years ago and left about $15,000 to the 
endowment fund. It is very difficult for 
me to write about them in detail. In 
many ways I have tried and have been 
instrumental in the growth of the 
AMAA. 

“For example Haigazian College. 
Mr. Mehagian came through my con- 
stant contact with him and Mrs. Me- 
hagian. They agreed to donate $25,000 
at $5,000 a year for five years. But to 
implement it was a tremendous job. To 
find a suitable building in Beyrouth, to 
find a man to take charge, and to col- 
lect money to run the College were all 


‘up in the air. 


““Believe me, it was not easy to plan 
and carry out the details required. I 
worked hard. I was instrumental in 
buying the present Haigazian College 
property from the American Congrega- 
tional Board at the unusually low price 
of $25,000 on a time payment basis of 
$5,000 a year. Mr. Mehagian’s pledge 
of $25,000 to be paid in five years took 
care of this. 

‘‘Then came finding a suitable man. 
We found him by the suggestion of 
some friends. The Mehagians and I 
called on Rev. Markarian. You know 
the rest. 

*“A couple of years later the AMAA 
took it over and ran it for awhile with a 
deficit. Then I was asked to take it over 
and select my own members of the 
Board of Trustees. This appealed to 
me. We agreed upon a Board of 
Trustees which was most cooperative 
and whose help I value tremendously. I 
must say even though most of the work 
was on my shoulders my colleagues 
were most helpful at all times during 
this ordeal. The Trustees supplied funds 
to the College, not only for running it 
but also to erect a nice large building.”’ 


YEREVAN CHURCH ORDAINS 
YOUNG PASTOR 

According to a press release, the Rev. 
Youry Avanessian, born in Karabagh 
in 1948, was ordained to shepherd the 
Yerevan Church. . 

The Rev. Haroutune Helvadjian of 
Marseille, ordainer, and seven other 
Ministers laid hands upon Youry in the 
presence of representatives from the 
Armenian Government. 
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AMAA IN PANPERE 

Under the pen of the Reverend Avak 
K. Avakian, a long article appeared in 
Panpere entitled, ‘“The Armenian Mis- 
sionary Association of America.’’ The 
article provides the history of the 
founding and growth of the Associa- 
tion and states that the AMAA is one 
of the singular and fruitful events in 
Armenian Evangelical history. He raises 
an important point as follows: ‘‘It was 
incumbent upon the communities 
receiving financial help from the 
AMAA that in their turn they should 
have provided help to the Association 
in larger measure. Despite this lack, the 
AMAA became the guardian angel for 
our educational, spiritual and benev- 
olent projects. Without its participa- 
tion, our activities would have been 
limited and weak.’’

Hrant Guzelyan, Director of the Is- 
tanbul Youth Home, reports some bad 
news. WAKF, the national religious 
foundation in Turkey, has taken the 
Church to court to expropriate two 
properties that were obtained after 
1936 at which date there was a hereto- 
fore unpublished law that churches 
may not add to their inventory assets 
by purchase or through bequests. 
Similar actions have been taken against 
one or two properties of the Armenian 


eee 
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Patriarchate and five properties of the 
Greek Orthodox Patriarchate. Prayers 
of Christians are requested that justice 
for elementary rights may be done. 
Hrant lists another difficulty. For a 
child to go to an Armenian school, the 
father must go with his child to the 
Educational Department in Istanbul 
and show proof of vital statistics and 
of the child being an Armenian to be 
enrolled. During these days, Armenians 
come from the interior as families, | 
with the children needing nourishment, 
supervision, encouragement. The 
Istanbul Youth Home receives children 


of such parents in the early afternoon 
after school is dismissed, supervises 
their studies for three hours under the 
care of four teachers, provides an even- 
ing meal, and in the summer about 75 
needy children are lodged at Camp 
Armen, Touzla, 40 kilometers from 
Istanbul. Here they receive adequate 
nourishment of body, soul and char- 
acter. 

Hrant has enclosed a picture of 
young people who have come out of the 
Istanbul Youth Home training, who, 
Hrant says, ‘‘mart yeghan.’’

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SARAH O. GEARY 

Sarah Odabashian Geary, the second 
eldest of three daughters born to 
Setrak and Elizabeth Odabashian, was 
born in Malatia, Turkey, on August 
15, 1902 and entered her eternal rest on 
June 18, 1979. 

When Sarah was about two years 
old, her father immigrated to the 
United States and six years later the 
remainder of the family, viz. Sarah, 
her older sister and Mrs. Odabashian 
followed him. 

They lived in Philadelphia. Mr. 
Setrak OdaBashian became one of the 
founders of the Holy Trinity Armenian 
Church. Sarah played the organ at 
Church for many years and was also 
very active in serving the Church in 
other ways. 

In 1948, she married John Geary and 
together they moved to California, 
living there for twenty years until their 
return to Philadelphia in 1979. Several 
years later when her husband passed 
away, Sarah moved to Oakford, Penn- 
sylvania to be near her sister, Mary 
Beckman.

She has assigned the balance of 
her estate in equal proportions to the 
Diocese of the Armenian Church and 
the Armenian Missionary Association 
of America.

DANIEL AKULLIAN 
March 1, 1903 - March 19, 1979 
Daniel Akullian was the youngest 
son of Charles and Mary Saradarian 
Akullian. His parents operated a 
grocery store and sheep ranch in 
Marash, Turkey, and as a young boy, 
he learned the family trade. He lost his 
mother at age six and became separated 
from his father duririg the deportations 
of 1915-1918. These tragic events forced 
the young Daniel into a precocious 
adulthood, imbuing him with a serious- 
ness and a dedication to work that was 
to characterize his life. 
' With his father, Daniel Akullian, he 
immigrated to the United States in 
1920 where they joined the older 
Akullian sons who had settled in the 
Albany-Troy, New York area. Daniel 
worked in his brothers’ meat market 
until 1923, when he opened his own 
grocery store. Through his family, he 
met Santookht Kerikian, the daughter 
of the celebrated Zoravar Hovnan 
Pasha, Armenian patriot and military 
leader of Zeitoun. They were married 
in Troy. With his brother, Jack, who 
later joined him in partnership, he 
pioneered the supermarket business in 
the Albany area. At the time of his re- 
tirement in 1958, the Grand Cash 
Markets had grown to a chain of five 
stores with over 200 employees. 
Throughout his business career and 
especially during the depression years, 


Daniel Akullian was generous in aiding 
needy Armenians here and abroad, 
many of whom he helped to immigrate 
to this country, often giving them em- 
ployment in his markets. Desperately 
short of managerial help during the 
war years, he worked doubly hard and 
sacrificed time with his own family in 
order to help the less fortunate in his 
spare hours. 

As a long-time member and former 
trustee of the United Armenian Cal- 
vary Congregational Church of Troy, 
member and former Board member of 
the Armenian Missionary Association 
of America, member and past 
president of the Albany Chapter, Ar- 
menian General Benevolent Union of 
America, supporter of the Simonian- 
Avakian Veterans Post of Watervliet, 
and as the founding sbarabed of the 
Troy Chapter, Knights of Vartan, 
Daniel Akullian expressed his deep 
commitment to the Armenian-Ameri- 
can community, but much of his chari- 
table concern was demonstrated in 
direct caring for persons who continu- 
ally came to him for help. A man of 
few words, he served quietly and effi- 
ciently. Using his astute business sense 
and brilliant organizational abilities, 
he led the local Armenian community 
to a respected position and identity. He 
was the prime force in the establish- 
ment of the Albany-Troy area Federa- 
tion of Armenians. Overcoming deep- 
rooted political and denominational 
divisions, in 1951, a picnic ground park 
was created for all Armenians on a 
beautiful 46 acre tract which Daniel 
Akullian had secured. In recent years, 
failing health obliged him to curtail his 
official participation in these organiza- 
tions whose growth he had nurtured. 

Daniel Akullian was a member of 
the Cyprus Shrine Temple of the 
Masonic Order and had achieved the 
rank of the 32nd Degree in the Ancient 
Temple Masonic Lodge of Albany, 
the members of which assisted in the 
private funeral held in Troy on March 
23, 1979. He is survived by his wife, 
Santookht Akullian, Albany; - three 
daughters, Mrs. Edmond (Grace) 
Nazarian, Loudonville; Mrs. Monroe 
(Helen) Bennett and Suzanne Akullian, 
both of New York City; a son, Daniel 
Akullian, Jr., New York City; two 
brothers, Jack Akullian, Albany, and 
Harry Akullian, Los Angeles; four 
grandchildren and several mieces and 
nephews. 

Memorial contributions may be 
made to the Armenian General Benev- 
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olent Union of America, the United 
Armenian Calvary Congregational 
Church, Troy, or the Armenian 
Missionary Association of America. 


REVEREND ROUPEN KAYAYAN 

The Reverend Roupen Kayayan, a 
man of great Christian stature, was 
born in 1886 in an obscure village of 
Asia Minor near the Black Sea in the 
vicinity of Yozgad, the third of a family 
of six boys and one girl. He went to his 
eternal rest in Paris, France in 1976 at 
the age of 92. 

In his early boyhood, he was in con- 
tact with evangelicals and was called to 
the ministry during his teens which led 
him ultimately to Anatolia College in 
Marzevan. While there, he met and 
married Vartoohi Metzadourian just 
before the start of World War I. 
Because of the birth of their first child, 
they were not deported, but Rev. Kaya- 
yan was in great danger and provident- 
ially escaped death on three different 
occasions. After a separation of three 
years from his family when he was in 
exile in Erzeroum, he was able to join 
them in Greece where the American 
Board of Foreign Missions had been 
their protector. 

His call to the ministry was confirmed 
by a personal experience of conversion 
in his earlier years, and manifested it- 
self all through his life. His ministry 
started in Kokkinia, Greece, where, 
with some other evangelicals, an Ar- 
menian Evangelical Church and School 
came into being. After five years of 
pastoring that Church, he was called to 
work as the visiting pastor of Armeni- 
ans dispersed on the Continent and in 
the Islands of Greece. For 13 years he 
was the itinerary shepherd of both 
Evangelicals and Apostolics and acted 
as mediator when there were conflicts 
among the small Armenian communi- 
ties. He continued preaching after the 
years following World War II in the 
Athens region and some other parts of 
Greece. He was always aware that his 
special calling and love for the Bible 
was not specifically that of ‘‘theology”’ 
but a more “‘active’’ kind of ministry. 

In 1959, Rev. Kayayan and his wife 
retired to France where two of his sons 
lived and had the joy of participating 
in the ordination service of his son, the 
Rev. A. R. Kayayan of Paris, France.
